IDENTIFYING LEARN UNITS IN A NATURALISTIC TRAINING PROGRAM 
FOR CHILDREN WITH AUTISM AND THEIR FAMILIES 


The article reveals the importance of 
learn units in the training programs orga- 
nized for autistic children and their fami- 
lies. Introduction of learn units- i.e., units of 
measurement that simultaneously track the 
occurrence of antecedents, behaviors, and 
consequences, meets the target of successful 
interaction between student and teacher. 
Some details are provided about eco-behav- 
ioral approach of teaching and its beneficial 
impact both on children and their parents. 

Key words and expressions: learn unit, 
naturalistic training program, echo-behav- 
ioral approach, Autism Spectrum Disorder, 
Family Connections Project. 

The purpose of teaching is to produce 
meaningful skill acquisition. Stated in behav- 
ioral terms, the point of education is that, "a 
teacher arranges contingencies under which 
the student acquires behavior which will be 
useful to him under other contingencies later 
on" (Skinner, 1974, p.184). The definition of- 


` fered by Skinner implies that teaching is a 


responsive interaction between teacher and 
student that ‘faults in meaningful outcomes. 
Therefore, a primary measure of "teaching 
behavior" would need to include both teach- 
er and student behavior. 


‚‚ Many. researchers have attempted 10 de- | 


velop а primary measure of teaching. These 


efforts-began by focusing on intervening 
variables such as teacher personality and 
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have in the last few decades moved toward — 
more observable units such as “engaged” or 
“on task” (see Greer, 1991). Since the early 
1980s there have been two major lines of 
research focusing on the development of a 
method to measure teaching. These lines of 
research are based on the concepts of ob- 
servable units and the idea that teaching isa 
responsive interaction between teacher and 
student. The two most prominent approach- 
es include viewing the teaching interaction 
in terms of “opportunity to respond” and 
“learn units.” Each will be described here 
in some detail. 


Opportunity to Respond 

The Juniper Gardens Children's Proj- 
ect utilizes an eco-behavioral approach to 
measuring teaching. Among other features, 
the eco-behavioral approach emphasizes 
the role antecedents' play in the acquisi- 
tion and maintenance of behavior (Green- 
wood, Delquadri, & Hall, 1984). The Code 
for Instructional Structure and Student 
Academic Response (CISSAR) (Greenwood, 
& Delquadri, 1988) was developed as a means 
for recording individual student behavior 
and:temporally related environment events. 
The system primarily addresses questions 
concerning classroom instruction and stu- 


* dent academic responses (Greenwood, & 
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Delquadri, 1988). 


Greenwood, Delquadri, & Hall (1984) 
define opportunity to respond as “the in- 
teraction between: (a) teacher formulated 
instructional antecedent stimuli (the mate- 
rials presented, prompts, questions asked, 
signals to respond, etc.), and (b) their success 
in establishing the academic responding de- 
sired or implied by theanaterials.“ Care-giv- 
ing, parenting, and instruction consist of 
the contingencies that opportunity to re- 
spond describes. (Greenwood, Hart, Walker, 
& Risley, 1994). This observation system and 
unit of measurement allow the determina- 
tion of instructional contexts that either 
control or fail to control preferred student 
responses that occur as a result of the in- 
structional contexts. Determining these ef- 
fective instructional contexts would provide 
the opportunity to use empirical evidence 
when designing instruction (Greenwood, 
Delquadri, & Hall, 1984). 

Initial studies using CISSAR indicated 
that both opportunities to respond and stu- 
dent responses were essential components 
of effective instruction (Greenwood, Del- 
quadri, & Hall, 1984). There are two critical 
components of an opportunity to respond. 
The first component is an analysis of envi- 
ronmental antecedent events that are con- 
sistently correlated with student responses. 
They include instructional tactics such as 
presenting information, asking questions, 
and providing corrections. The second criti- 

cal component is active student responding. 
Active student responding is critical because 
it confirms that an opportunity occurred. 
Active student responding can be defined 


as observable responses made in response to 


an instructional antecedent (Heward, 1994). 
This could include, but is not limited to, 
writing, oral reading, academic talk, and 
asking and answering questions (Green- 
wood, Delquadri, & Hall, 1984). | 
Results from studies using the CISSAR 
observation system indicate that students 
who receive more opportunities to respond 
not only respond more, but they give more 
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-teacher presented instru 


correct responses thereby increasing the 
“effectiveness” of instruction. (Greenwood, 
Delquadri, & Hall, 1994; Greenwood, Din- 
widdle, Terry, Wade, Stanley, Thibadeau, 
& Delquadri, 1984; Greenwood, 1991; Green- 
wood, Horton, & Utley, 2002) 


Learn Units 

At the Keller School, Greer and col- 
leagues developed a system-wide applica- 
tion of behavior analysis to entire schools 
called CABAS ® (Comprehensive Application 
of Behavior Analysis to Schools) in order to 
increase rates of student achievement and 
improve the skills of teachers (Greer, 1997). 
CABAS ® uses a teacher training and ob- 
servation procedure called the Teacher Per- 
formance Accuracy Measure (TPRA) (Ross, 
Singer-Dudek, & Greer, 2005). The ТРКА 
allows measurement of teacher behaviors 
previously established as effective and the 
student correct and incorrect responses at 
the same time. 

The learn unit is a unit of measurement 
that simultaneously tracks the occurrence of 
antecedents, behaviors, and consequences for 


both teachers and students during a teach- | 


ing interaction (Greer, 1994). Learn units 
constantly change as a result of interactions 
between student and teacher (Bahadourian, 
Tam, Greer, & Rousseau, 2006; Ingham & 


| Greer, 1992) and are unique in that they in- 


terlocking three-term contin- 
8 ban student and teacher (Greer, 
1994). The interlocking component of the 
learn units means that the behavior of the 
student affects the behavior of the teacher 
and that the behavior of the teacher affects 
the behavior of the student. ре 5 105 
past performance of the а е sinis 
This teacher presentation then sets the occa- 
sion fora student response which controls the 
consequence provided by the teacher (Greer, 
1994). The behavior of the teacher is mea 
sured by the accuracy of the learn unit pre 
sentations and the behavior of the student is 


measured by their response to the learn unit 
presentations (Greer, 2008). It is noteworthy 
that no distinction in the measurement unit is 
made between correct and incorrect student 
responses within the learn unit. 

For example, student attending behav- 
ior is an SD for the teacher to present an 
instructional stimulus. The presentation of 
the instructional stimulus is the teacher’s 
response to the previous SD (student attend- 
ing) and an SD for the student to respond. 
The student response functions as a conse- 
quence for the previous teacher response 
(presentation of an instructional stimulus) 
and as an SD for the next teacher behavior, 
the responsive consequence for the student’s 
response (Greer, 2002). 

. Greer (2008) states that according to 
research, there are six critical components 
to a learn unit that must be present for a 
learn unit to be effective. These components 
include an unambiguous antecedent presen- 
tation (Albers & Greer, 1991), opportunities 
for students to respond (Greenwood, Hart, 
Walker, & Risley, 1994; Heward, 1994), an- 
dresponsive consequences for student re- 
sponses (Albers & Greer, 1991; Greenwood, 
Hart, Walker, Risley, 1994) including correc- 
tions and reinforcement operations (Albers 
& Greer, 1991; Ingham & Greer, 1992), and 
the students observation of the SD during 
correction procedures. Greer and colleagues 
emphasize that fast and frequent ргезеп- 
tations of learn units will result in correct 
student responses and achieved objectives 
(Ingham & Greer, 1992; Greer, McCorkle, 
& Williams, 1989; Selinski, Greer, & Lodhi, 
1991). 

Results from studies using САВА5. ® 
onstrate that there is a positive relationship 
between the number of teacher-presented 
learn units and the achievement of student 
goals (Greer, McCorkle, & Williams, 1989; Al- 
bers & Greer, 1991; Lam, & Greer, 1991; Selin- 
ske, Greer, & Lodhi, 1991; Ingham & Greer, 
1992; Bahadourian, Tam, Greer, & Rousseau, 


2006). For example, Selinke, Greer, & Lodhi 
(1991) applied CABAS ® in a school for chil- 
dren with multiple disabilities and collected 
data for two years. Their analysis revealed 
an increased number of trials taught, cor- 
rect trials, and achieved student objectives 
after CABAS ® and the TPRA package were 
implemented. Follow-up data showed that 
these results were maintained and that the 
package was socially valid one year later. 

According to Greer (1994), there are also 
at least four different types of learn units. A 
learn unit may be learner-controlled such as 
with a programmed textbook. Learners go 
through the material at their own pace and 
are presented with learn units at a rate they” 
control. A learn unit can also be controlled 
by a teacher such as massed or dispersed 
learn units. Massed learn units occur when 
they are teacher-presented repeatedly to 
one student and dispersed learn units occur 
when a teacher alternates between subject 
matter or students. The fourth type of pos- 
sible learn units are captured or incidental 
learn units. These "learn units for targeted 
objectives are captured in natural settings or 
settings that are created to stimulate natural 
ones" (Greer, 1994, p. 168), however, Greer 
points out that captured learn units are of- 
ten difficult to record (1994). 


Benefits, Autism, and Parent Training 

Certainly, a primary measure of educa- 
tion is beneficial for a number of reasons. The 
development of a primary measure “would 
lead to better research, better teacher train- 
ing, more accurate measures of teacher and 
school effectiveness, and ways to determine 
the cost and benefits of educations" (Greer, 
1994, p.161). In order for education to be 
effective, it is critical that the time Spent 
learning be maximized. This means increas- 
ing the number of correct student responses 
in the least amount of time (Bahadourian, 
Tam, Greer, & Rousseau, 2006). In general, 


the development of a measure of education 


is important because it will allow teachers 
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to ensure that students are achieving their 
goals in a timely, effective manner. It will also 
allow administrators to ensure that teachers 
are providing the critical components of in- 
struction, antecedent stimuli and responsive 
consequences. 

For children who have, or are at risk 
for, developmental delays-such as autism, 
maximizing learning time and positive out- 
comes are especially important. Research 
has shown for children with autism that 
every moment of intervention is critical and 
should be spent effectively (Green, 1996). 
For example, the children in the intensive 
behavior analytic treatment (IBT) group 
from the Howard et al. (2005) comparison 
study “had 50-100 learning opportunities 
per hour presented via discrete trial, inci- 
dental teaching, and other behavior analytic 
procedures” (Howard, et al., 2005, p.366). 
Results from this study showed that the 
children in the IBT group outperformed the 
children from the other groups on almost all 
follow-up measures (Howard, et al., 2005). 
The substantial number of learning opportu- 
nities was offered as a possible variable that 
accounts for the marked and startling dif- 
ferences between the experimental groups. 

Although the reason is unclear, more 
children than ever are being diagnosed 
with some form of autism spectrum disor- 
der (Center for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion). For many families affected by autism, 
existing services are not sufficient to main- 
tain the intensive ongoing support that is 
needed (e.g. Marcus, Kunce, & Schopler, 
2005; Symon, 2005). Parent training is one 
means of enhancing the quality of inter- 
ventions available to families affected by 
autism. Research shows that parent train- 
ing is an effective means of supplementing 
the quantity and availability of interven- 
tions for children with autism (e.g. Alpert, 
& Kaiser, 1992; Schreibman, & Koegel, R.L., 
2005; McClannahan, Krantz, & McGee, 1982; 
Laski, Charlop, & Schreibman, 1988; Lovaas, 
1987). Research also indicates that parents

have been successfully taught intervention 


‚ techniques that allowed them to effectively 


teach their children a variety of skills (e.g. 
Ingersoll, & Dvortcsak, 2006; Kaiser, Han- 
cock, Nietfeld, 2000; McClannahan, Krantz, 
& McGee, 1982; Alpert, & Kaiser, 1992). 

The proven benefits of using opportunity 
to respond and learn units indicates that these 
measures may be useful for parent training 
with children who have autism. It would pro- 
vide the parent trainer a means of knowing 
if the parent had learned the desired skills of 
presenting antecedent instructional stimuli 
and responsive consequences. It would also 
provide a means of determining if the chil- 
dren were achieving their goals. However, 
research has focused on teachers and students 
in classroom settings. There is a lack of re- 
search utilizing these measurement systems 
with parents and their children with autism 
during naturalistic teaching interactions. 

Ensuring parent and child goal achieve- 
ment is important for several reasons. Dur- 
ing early childhood parents are the primary 
change agents in the lives of their children. 
Parents interact with their children during 
all daily activities, including play and family 
routines. Research shows that interventions 
which occur in the natural environment of 
children are effective and functional (e.g. 
Kaiser, Hancock, & Nietfeld, 2000). Fur- 
thermore it has long been recognized that 
interventions with young children and their 
families can produce dramatic and impor- 
tant changes (Ramey & Ramey, 17 Wa

major component of FCP is training the par- 


ent on how to teach specific skills to their 
child. Parents are taught to arrange learning 
opportunities, to provide responsive mod- 
els, and to provide responsive consequences 
based on the responding of the child. This 
is similar to the majority of parent-training 
programs in that the program is designed to 
essentially teach the three-term contingen- 
cy or learn unit. Therefore, the development 
of an observation system to measure both 
parent and child behavior would benefit the 
family and FCP. | 

The purpose of the current analysis was 
to evaluate the rates of learn units within 
the FCP training program to determine (1) 
if adapted learn unit definitions previously 
described in the literature can be reliably 
extended to a naturalistic parent training 
program and (2) if an increased number of 
learn units correlate with increased child 
responding and attainment of child and fam- 
ily goals. 


METHOD 

Participants 

A total of four parent-child dyads par- 
ticipated in this study. The children were 
all between the ages of 14 and 25 months. 
Three of the children were male and one 
was female. All children were independently 
diagnosed with a form of Autism Spectrum 
Disorder. All Parents were all between the 
ages of 32 and 36 years old. In addition to 
the parent-child dyads, four parent trainers 
also participated in the study. The parent 
trainers included the director of the Family 
Connections Project and three female gradu- 
ate students. 


Setting and Materials | 

АП parent—child дуад5 attended sessions 
two times a week at the University of North 
Texas in the Family Connections Project 
(FCP) playroom. The playroom was 12.4 ft. 
by 8.8 ft. and decorated in a manner in- 
tended to create a natural, comfortable play 
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environment for the parent and the child. 
The room contained colorful carpet, a vari- 
ety of pillows, child—orientated decorations, 
a large cabinet filled with toys, a child-size 
table and chairs, a book shelf with books 
and toys, and a mini DVD player. Several 
empty shelves and clear magazine holders 
were mounted to the wall above child reach 
but within a child's field of vision. There 
were a variety of toys appropriate for tod- 
dlers made available to parents throughout 
the duration of the session. One wall of the 
playroom contained a 4.8 ft. by 3.9 ft. two- 
way mirror used for observation. 

Assessments were also conducted in the 
home of each parent-child dyad. Each of 
the children lived in an apartment or in a 
one-family dwelling in a middle class neigh- 
borhood. Each home had a variety of play 
spaces and age-appropriate toys. 

Recording materials used during the 
study included an 8mm Sony Mini DV Han- 
dycam digital camera, Sony 60-minute 
cassette tapes, recordable CDs, USB drives, 
lap top computers, timers, data sheets, and 
pencils. The digital camera was used to tape 
assessments both at home and in the play- 
room. The lap top computers were used to 
transfer the videos from the cassette tapes to 
the CDs. The recordable CDs and USB drives 
were used to make multiple copies of the as- 
sessment videos for data collection. During 
data collection, observers used the lap top 
computers to watch the assessment while 
recording data, using the timers, data sheets, 
and pencils. 


Procedures 

The FCP program consisted of an intake 
interview, assessment procedures, parent 
training across parent ап child skills, and а 
transition meeting. Video assessments were 
conducted in the home of each family and 
in the FCP playroom. However, all training 
was conducted in the FCP playroom. During

guided by research addressing the needs of 


preschoolers and toddlers with autism (e.g. 
Alpert & Kaiser, 1992; Koegel, et al., 1987; 
Hart & Risley, 1975; McGee, Morrier, & Daly, 
1999; Noonan & McCormick, 2006; Schreib- 


man & Koegel, 2005; Symon, 2005; Warren, 


Yoder, Gazdag, Kim, & Jones, 1993). In order 
to provide the parents with a context for 


goal selection the parent trainer reviewed 


the FCP scope and sequence guide (see Ap- 


pendix C) with them. The FCP scope and 
sequence guide lists master goal domains 
such as communication and social skills. The 
guide also provides a series of possible com- 
ponent skills for each of those goal domains. 
All sessions began with an assessment, 
during which the parent was encouraged to 
access any of the materials and toys located 
within the playroom. At the onset of the as- 
sessment before the timer began, the parent 
was instructed to interact with their child in 
a typical manner. This could include, but was 
not limited to, playing a game, watching a 
video, eating a snack, or tickling. The parent 
trainer did not interact with the parent or 
child during the assessment period.-The as- 
sessment began when the parent trainer and 
data analyst left the playroom and the video 
assessor started recording. The video asses- 
sor started a timer at the beginning of the 
assessment and turned it off at the end of the 
assessment. | 

Initial Sëssions were conducted in order 

to assess the current skill level of the parent 
and child before training. These initial ses- 
sions consisted of at least one assessment and 
rapport building between the parent trainer, 
data analyst, and the parent and child. Each 
initial session was one hour long. After the 
assessment was complete, the parent trainer 
and data analyst re-entered the playroom. 
“During initial sessions, no feedback was 
given to the parent about the assessment; 
· instead each initial session was spent with 
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the parent trainer and data analyst build- 
ing rapport with the parent and child. This 
could include, but is not limited to, engag- 
ing in preferred activities with the child or 
discussing daily life with the parent. 

' A Each parent training session was also 
one-hour long. During training phases the 
parent trainer and data analyst re-entered 
the playroom after the assessment and 
provided the parent with verbal feedback, 
reviewing current graphs from the assess- 
ments. Performance benchmarks were deter- 
mined according to the specific child goals 
and individual reinforcer preferences. The 
performance benchmarks were generally 
between two and three responses per min- 
ute. For the rest of each training session the 
parent trainer provided a combination of 
opportunities, verbal instructions, models, 
and feedback to the parent. The training ses- 
sions could also include the parent trainer 
providing specific verbal instructions, anda 
rationale for the current procedures. 

Each training session focused on teach- 
ing the parent the steps necessary to besuc- 
cessfu] in teaching a specific skill to their 
child. For example, if communicative at- 
tending was the first child goal, the parent 
trainer would begin by providing a descrip- 
tion of the behavior and the procedure and 
model for the parent. During the model- 
ing, the parent trainer would demonstrate 
how to shape communicative attending by 
providing differential reinforcement con- 
tingent on the child responding. At first the 
parent trainer would provide access to the 
reinforcer when the child turned his head 
in the direction of the trainer when access 
to the reinforcer was removed. Gradually, 
the parent trainer would provide access to

The 
кез к would then observe the par- 
ent working with the child on the same skill 
and provide immediate verbal feedback to 
the parent. The;parent may have also re- 


ceived the graphs from data collected during 
the assessment on both his or her behavior 
and the child's. In addition, data from the 
assessments was graphed, and decisions were 
made about the intervention based on these 
graphs and direct observation. 


Measures 

The observer began recording in the 
first upper left hand cell of the grid. Once 
the parent either creates (creat) or capitalizes 
(capt) on an event in the environment, the 
data collector would record the minute and 
then circle either creat or capt depending 
on what the parent did. The data collector 
would then record whether or not the par- 
ent provided a responsive model by circling 
either M+ for a responsive model or M- for 
a non-responsive model. Then the child be- 
havior is recorded. The child specific goals 
are listed in column called child response. If 
the child responded with communicative at- 
tending, the data collector would circle ca. If 
the child responded with a gestural request, 
the data collector would circle gr and if the 
child responded with a vocal request, the 
data collector would circle vr. If the child 
either did not respond or responded with 
a behavior not included in child-specific 
goals, the data collector would circle other. 
A C+ would be circled if the parent provided 
a responsive consequence and C- would ђе 
circled if the parent provided an unrespon- 
sive consequence. If the parent provides no 
consequence for the child behavior then N 
is circled. Finally, Et is circle when, after 


delivering the consequence, the parent ex- 


pands on what the child was doing. If after 
the child responds the parent does not pro- 
vide an expansion, then E- is circled. 


Data Collection Procedures 

All data were collected by graduate stu- 
dents enrolled at the University of North 
Texas in the Department of Behavior Analy- 


sis as part of an ongoing research project. e 


The three data collectors were all female 


between 23 and 27 years of age. Before data 
collection began, each data collector was 
given a copy of the observation code which 
contained definitions, examples, and non- 
examples for all the behaviors that were to 
be recorded. Training for the data collectors 
consisted of watching video clips, discussing 
examples and non-examples of each behav- 
ior for all parent-child dyads that partici- 
pated in the study, and practicing recording 
behavior on the appropriate data sheet with 
the FCP parent trainer. 


Learn Unit and Successful Learn Unit 

Calculations 

The purpose of the present analysis was 
to expand definitions from previous litera- 
ture to measure opportunity to respond and 
learn units in a naturalistic parent training 
and to compare child goal progress to the 
occurrence of learn units and teach units. 
Learn units and successful learn units were 
not the analytic unit used to make deci- 
sions during the parent training program. 
This was a reanalysis. The addition of the 
successful learn unit was made in order to 
discriminate between correct and incorrect 
child responding. The calculations for learn 
units consisted of counting each opportu- 
nity the child had to respond, if delivered, 
a responsive model, and delivery of a re- 
sponsive consequence (Greenwood, Hart, 
Walker, & Risley, 1994; Greer, 1994). This 
means that every completed line on the data 
sheet is counted as a teach unit. A success- 
ful learn unit consists of an opportunity to 
respond, if delivered, a responsive model, a 
correct or target approximation to the cur- 
rent child goal response, and delivery of a 
responsive consequence (Greenwood, Hart, | 
Walker, & Risley, 1994; Greer, 1994). This 
means that each line on the data sheet where 
the.child responds correctly is counted asa

Competence is defined as possession of knowledge and the abilities allowing to operate 
effectively in any area. Knowledge and abilities is a basis for development of competence and 
the form for their display. The basic characteristic of the competence is effective and creative 
demonstration of use of knowledge and abilities in various situations. Competence assumes also 
certain degree of comprehension of limitation of own knowledge and opinions and planning of 
measures on overcoming of this limitation. Competence assumes constant updating of knowl- 
edge, possession of the new information for the successful decision of professional problems. In 
other words, «competence is an ability to actual performance of activity». 

The concept of competence is not new in pedagogics: orientations to development of con- 
crete ways of activity have not been devoted in the works of known teachers. x

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EFFECTIVENESS OF PROMPTING IN THE PROCESS OF ATTENTION 
COPING OF A CHILD WITH AUTISM 


The article touches upon some vital 
principles of joint attention, particularly 
prompting and fading procedures, which 
may develop communication deficits of au- 
tistic children. Due to the increased number 
of children being diagnosed with autism, 
and the evidence that early intervention 
makes a critical difference to outcome, the 
article points out the significance of pay- 
ing more attention on insuring that very 
young children with autism acquire skills 
that characterize the repertoires of typically 
developing children.

Two of the defining characteristics of 
autism are deficits in social behavior and 
language development (American Psychiat- 
ric Association, 2000).

One complex 
skill that has received increased attention 
in recent research is called joint attention.

In addition, more children than in the past 
are being diagnosed at younger ages with a 
deficit in joint attention behavior, or with 
disabilities characterized by marked impair- 
ments in this skill area. This may be due to 
improved diagnostic criteria. According to 
Cicchetti and Toth (1994), typical develop- 
ment of communication skills in the first 
two years of life may be conceptualized in 
terms of three phases. The first two phases 
involve nonverbal communication that sets 
the stage for the emergence of verbal com- 
munication in the third stage. In the first 
phase, which occurs during the first five 
months, communication often involves 


. face-to-face exchanges between the infant 


and caregiver (e. g., eye contact, facial ani- 
mation, smiles, conversation). In the second, 
6-to-18-month phase, a type of communi- 
cation called joint attention develops. The

child who has learned the social behaviors 
characteristic of the first phase now learns 
to follow the caretaker's gaze and/or her 
point toward an object in their shared envi- 
ronment. Caretakers often draw the child's 
attention to the object by calling the child's 
name and pointing to the object after the 
child looks at.the caretaker. Scaife and 
Bruner (1975) label the child's response of 
looking at the object to which the caretaker 
is calling his attention as following the line 
of regard. If the caretaker names or talks 
about the object of shared attention, the 
child may learn to look for that object later 
when the caretaker names it or to name it 
himself once he has acquired some speech. 
The child also learns to draw the caretaker's 


attention to him/herself and his interest in . 


an external object by alternating between 
eye contact with the caretaker and looking 
at or pointing to an external object. This can 
be viewed as a kind of verbal communica- 
tion that precedes speech. Joint attention, 
then, in its most elaborated form, is a pre- 
requisite of speaking about the shared world 
and listening to others. In the final 12- to 
24-month phase, vocal verbal communica- 
tion emerges, and the child begins to com- 
municate with speech about the world. In 
contrast to typically developing infants who 
show preferential attention to social rather 
than inanimate stimuli, and who prefer to 
focus on the more socially revealing features 
of the face, such as the eyes rather than the 
mouth, individuals with autism seem to lack 
these early social predispositions (Dawson, 
Meltzoff, & Osterling, 1998). Thus, young 
children with autism usually display a seri- 
ous deficit in the development of joint atten-. 
tion skills (Mundy & Gomes, 1998). Recent 
research has attempted to isolate the pre- 
verbal communication elements missing in 
the developmental profiles of children with 
autism and to ascertain how these results 
compare with their typically developing 


peers. Klin, Jones, Schultz, Volkmar, and 


Cohen (2002) reported that individuals with 
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autism focused twice as much time on the 
mouth region of the face and 2.5 times less 
on the eye region of the face. This research: 
on gaze has important implications for gain- 
ing a better understanding of how joint at- 
tention behavior, in general, and following, 
the line of regard, specifically, may relate to! 
an individual’s development. 
Because these joint attention bids appear 
to be lacking in the early development of 
children with autism, as compared to their 
typically developing peers, several investiga- 
tors have measured and intervened on joint 
attention behaviors in autistic and/or devel- 
opmentally delayed populations. Hwang and 
Hughes (1995) found that in children with 
autism a collateral relationship exists be- 
tween social interactive strategies and social 
communication skills (i.e., eye contact, joint 
attention, and, imitation). When the treat- 
ment package was implemented, all three 
social communication skills increased in 
frequency, and then when the package was 
removed all three behaviors decreased in 
frequency. However, effects of components, 
of the treatment package were not isolated 
and, therefore, results do not indicate which. 
parts (if any) of the social interactive train- 
ing package directly promotes improvement

vocal language has been examined in several 
studies. Sheinkopf, Mundy, and Oller (2000), 
studying children with autism as well as 
those with developmental delays, found a 
correlation between initiating joint at- 
tention (using eye contact and/or gestures 
to direct the experimenter's attention to an 
object/event) and canonical babbling and 
expressive language. In addition, these re- 
searchers reported that children with autism 
were less likely to follow the experimenter's 
point toward objects than were developmen- 
tally delayed children. These findings sug- 
gest that pre-linguistic communication may 
bea prerequisite for linguistic behavior, and 
that communication deficits of children with 
autism may have their origin in pre-linguis- 
tic communication deficits. 

Sigman and Kasari (1995) found that in 
children with autism lower levels of joint at- 
tention behaviors were negatively correlated 
with verbal language outcomes. Parents per- 
ceived children who lacked joint attention 
behaviors as displaying more disturbances 
in language and social behaviors as rated by 
the scales used in the study. Unfortunately; 
these researchers did not attempt to 

improve joint attention skills. The re- 

search reported above suggests that joint at- 
tention, or, more specifically, following the 
line of regard, may be a behavioral cusp (Ro- 
sales-Ruiz & Baer, 1997). A behavioral cusp is 
a behavior change that has consequences for 
the learner beyond the change itself, some 
of which may be critical to future learning. 
For example, learning to follow the line of 
regard may allow a child to learn new be- 
haviors such as labels for objects that are not 
within immediate reach. 

Typically developing children acquire 
language under natural environmental con- 
ditions, as described earlier; whereas, chil- 
dren with developmental disabilities, includ- 
ing autism, require more systematic teaching 
procedures to learn behaviors that might 
open doors to further development. For 

these reasons, experimenters are spend- 


ing more time investigating ways to measure 
and teach such behaviors to children with 
autism.

The participants’ 
social behaviors included making and main- 
taining eye contact when requesting items, 
responding to social initiations by adults, 
and engaging in solitary activities, such as 
looking at pictures through a Viewfinder® 
and playing with an interactive book. He 
did not reliably follow the line of regard and 
did not acquire novel (unprogrammed) skills 
without repetitive direct teaching trials. 


Setting 

Both experiments were conducted in a 
room containing ten stacked chairs, a com- 
puter and desk, and a projector (none of 
which were used during this study) at an 
education and treatment facility serving 
children with autism spectrum disorders, 
where the participant has been a student 
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` since November 1997. For the experiment 
two rectangular tables, approximately 8 ft 
x 1 ft, and 2 ft in height, were positioned 
and left between 
2 and 9 ft away. The distance of the tables 
varied depending on the phase of the study. 
The participant sat at a child-sized desk in a 
child-sized chair.

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TRAINING SIBLINGS OF CHILDREN WITH AUTISM TO INSTRUCT PLAY: 
ACQUISITION, GENERALIZATION, AND INDIRECT.EFFECTS 


The article reveals the investigations 
targeting typically developing siblings as 
the primary change agents indicated that 
they can be successful as teachers in many 
content areas. Researcher have described 
some potential characteristics and made 
compelling arguments for further study of 
sibling interventions for children with dis- 
abilities. The research is focused on teaching 
siblings techniques to increase interactions 
with their siblings with autism during play, 
how they can acquire, generalize and effect 
their siblings beneficially. 

Key words and expressions: acquisition, 
generalization, indirect effects, developing 
siblings. 

Deficits in the quality and the quantity of 
social interaction are defining characteristics 
of autism (American Psychiatric Association, 
1994). This includes deficits in peer play, 
imitation skills, and imaginative play skills 
(Stone & Lemanek, 1990). Various behav- 
ioral training procedures have successfully 
addressed these social deficits in children 


- with autism (DeMeyer, Hingten, & Jackson, 


1981; Dunlap & Robbins, 1991; Green, 1996; 
Lovaas, 1987; Maurice, Green, & Luce, 1996; 
Schreibman, 1988). Behavioral procedures 
have been implemented by a wide range of 
change agents such as parents (e.g., Alpert 
& Kaiser, 1992; Koegel, Shreibman, Britten, 
Burke, & O'Neil, 1982), peers (e.g., Peirce & 
Shreibman, 1995; Strain, Kerr, & Ragland, 
1979) and siblings (e.g., Celiberti & Harris, 
1993; Coe, Matson, Craigie, & Gossen, 1991). 

Unfortunately, their typically develop- 
ing siblings rarely initiated interactions. A 
direct prompting procedure was used to in- 
crease initiations by the typically developing 
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siblings. Recent observational research sug- 
gests that siblings of children with autism 
do not interact frequently with their sib- 
lings and, in fact, may lack skills that could 
increase positive interactions during play 
(El-Ghouroury & Romanczyk, 1999). Includ- 
ing siblings in the treatment of the child 
with disabilities may also help the overall 
consistency of treatment implemehted by 
family members. This, in turn, may result 
in increased positive interactions between 
family members (Miller & Cantwell, 1976). 
Sibling involvement may also be beneficial 
for the typically developing child. For ex- 
ample, siblings can learn coping skills, in- 
cluding how to respond to the behaviors of 
the child with disabilities (Weinrott, 1974). 

Overall, these studies suggest that sib- 
lings of children with disabilities have been 
able to learn a wide range of skills in order 
to teach their brothers and sisters with dis- 
abilities. Also, generalization was assessed 
and demonstrated to varying degrees across 
settings, materials, and time. Children with 
disabilities have also shown improvement in 
performance when siblings are the change 
agents. Two of these studies will be discussed 
in detail. These studies were selected because 
they focused on teaching siblings techniques 
to increase interactions with their siblings 
with autism during play (Celiberti & Harris, 
1993; Coe et al., 1991). | 

In the first study, Coe et al,, (1991) taught 
siblings of children with dual diagnoses of 


autism and mental retardation to use behav- 


ioral skills (prompting and reinforcement 
procedures) to increase verbal and поп- 
verbal play responses in play contexts (ball 
play, tinker toys, truck, jigsaw, coloring). 


The intervention wasa training package in- 
cluding modeling, role Play, and feedback. 
Results indicated increases in the use of 
‚ Prompting and reinforcement procedures by 
siblings following treatment, ag well as ina 
one-month follow-up probe. No generaliza- 
tion assessments across materials, settings, 

or people were conducted in this study. 

In the second study, Celiberti and Har- 
ris (1993) taught siblings of children with 
autism several skills, such as eliciting play 
(e.g., “Make the horse run.”) and play relat- 
ed speech (e.g., “Say neigh!”), Praising (e.g., 
“That's great!”) and Prompting play behav- 
iors (physical guidance to follow through 
with the elicitation of play). The interven- 
tion included modeling, role Play, and feed- 
back. The number of desired responses made 
by the child with autism was recorded. The 
results showed increases in the demonstra- 

tion of the trained skills by siblings. The 
siblings also used these skills while play- 
ing with other non-trained materials and 
at 3-week, 6-week, and 16-week follow-up 
` probes. Furthermore, for one sibling dyad, 
the sibling demonstrated the skills with an 
additional handicapped sibling during treat- 
ment as well as in the 16-week follow-up 
probe. Also, the number of desired responses 
by the children with autism increased above 
baseline levels and maintained at follow-up. 
Previous findings showed that siblings 
of children with autism have learned behav- 
ioral skills to interact with their brothers 
and sisters with autism and have demon- 
strated generalization of those skills across 
time (Celiberti & Harris, 1993; Coe et al., 
1991). Additionally, Celiberti and Harris 
(1993) demonstrated generalization of the 
skills to other stimuli (materials and an ad- 
ditional handicapped child). These findings 
are encouraging and supportive of typically 
developing siblings being included in the 
treatment of children with autism. Celiberti 
and Harris (1993) noted, however, limita- 
tions and made several recommendations for 
futüre research.

having severe speech delays, significant so- 
cial impairment, and stereotyped patterns 
of behavior, interest, and activities. His 
parents were informed that he would need 
assistance in learning imitative skills. His 
vocabulary was limited to sounds seemed 
to have no meaning. He appeared to fear 
unfamiliar people and places. He had limited 
daily living skills. He attended special edu- 
cation classes for six hours a day, five days 
per week and received in home behavioral 
treatment two hours per day. His treatment 
program included training in functional 
communication, attending skills, identity 
matching, and oral motor imitation skills. 
At thetime the study was conducted he had 
received six months of in-home training.

Setting and materials. All sessions took 
place in the playroom of the participants' 
home. This room had toys, a bookshelf 
with books, a large desk, a small table and 
a video camera. Except for training toys, 
play materials were not available during ses- 
sions. Training toys included a Playskool 
Spin Around Carousel along with a tractor, 
farmer, pig, two sheep, two cows, a horse, 
a chicken, and a duck. 

Dependent Measures. Data were collect- 
ed on relevant behaviors of both the child 
with autism and his sibling. Additionally, 
data were collected on the joint engage- 


ment between the two children. Complete 


observation protocols for all measures are 
included in Appendix C. Child Measures. 
The number of the child with autism’s com- 
pliance to instructions given by the sibling 
was recorded. Compliance was defined as 
the initiation of a response by the child with 
autism to complete part or all of the sibling’s 
play request within five seconds. 

Sibling Measures. The dependent mea- 
sures in this study included the sibling's per- 
formance in each of the following skill areas:

Существование «разных психоло- 
гий», которое не раз констатировалось в 
истории этой науки [5], обусловлено от- 
сутствием единого теоретического аппа- 
рата при исследовании разных объектов 
и проблем. Классическая психология по- 
родила огромное количество теорий, но 
все они были преданы забвению после по- 
явления парадигмы бихевиоризма. Лишь 
спустя несколько десятилетий частично 
возродились теории классической пси- 
хологии в когнитивной науке, чем была 
доказана ошибочность их раннего забве- 
ния. Таких забытых теоретических конст- 
руктов уйма. Причин «научной амнезии» 
немало - и то, что у старых концепций 
было много недостатков и трудно было 


щие свою теорию). Такое пренебрежение 
традициями означает, что большинство 
психологов кладут «кирпичи» знания ря- 
дом, а не друг на друга. Наверно, поэтому 
и не воздвигается до сих пор «вавилонская 
башня» психологии. 

Хрупкость теоретических конструк- 
ции по сравнению с психологической ре- 
альностью породила еще одну тенденцию 
— описание и накопление фактов без их со- 
отношения с основными теоретическими 
концепциями. Эта тенденция тоже вошла 
B моду, еще больше ослабляя объяснитель- 
ный потенциал науки, увеличивая метафо- 
ричность языка психологии оставляя у 
него лишь описательную функцию. 

Все эти академические проблемы не 
раз были предметом анализа в фундамен- 
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литики и бихевиористы, не раз обновляю- `

тальной науке [2]. Te же самые проблемы 
малозаметны, но играют существенную“ 
‚роль при понимнии и решении вопросов, 
которые ставит жизнь. А онасегодня ста- 
вит вопросы исключительной сложности. 

Конец двадцатого столетия ознаме- 
новался демонтажом СССР. На постсо- 
ветском пространстве произошла смена 
общественно-политической системы, т.е. 
изменилась социальная среда людей. С 
одной стороны, характер трансформации 
общества является следствием ряда пси- 
хологических факторов, а с другой – сам 
влияет на психическое состояние людей. 
Психологический анализ должен рассмот- 
реть оба аспекта. 

Понять упомянутое сложное переп- 
летение причинных связей, наверно, воз- 
можно в том случае, если от описания пе- 
рейдем к объяснению. Но в объяснении 
тоже немало вариантов. Явление можно 
объяснить локальной теорией, созданной 
только для исследуемого случая (теория 
ad hoc). Более полноценное объяснение 
строится на основе общей теории, кото- 
рая стремится общими закономерностями 
объяснить конкретное явление. Мы счи- 
таем, что даже в упомянутой глобальной 
проблеме психологи должны постараться 
объяснить поведение человека в транс- 
формированном обществе на основе об- 
щепсихологических моделей. Проблема в 
том, что альтернативных общепсихологи- 
ческих моделей слишком много. Поэтому

тическим соображениям [7] произошел 


демонтаж СССР — «железной руки» уже 
не стало. Из изложенных выше теорети- 
ческих положениях надо предполагать, 
что с ослаблением давления социальной 
среды устремились к реализации фикси- 
рованные ранее установки. 
Под влиянием этих установок в одних 
странах произошла резкая, революцион- 
ная трансформация общества, в других – 
эволюционная. Примером первого могут 
быть Россия и Украина, страны Южного 
Кавказа, частично – прибалтийские госу- 
дарства. Примером второго - Белоруссия 
и бывшие республики Средней Азии. Рез- 
кая транформация наблюдалась как раз 
там, где страна стала поприщем нереали- 
зованных ранее политических или эконо- 
мических установок, которые были сфор- 
мированы без знания и учета реальных 
факторов ситуации. В этих странах перед 
людьми до сих пор стоит проблема пси- 
хологической адаптации к кардинально 
трансформированной социальной среде. 
Ha это указывают как прямые (вопросы H 
публикации), так и косвенные показате- 
ли (повышение статистических показате- 
лей самоубийств, девиантного поведения, 
психосоматических заболеваний и т.д.). 
Социальная среда стала более (по сравне- 
нию спериодом СССР) непредсказуемой и 
безжалостной. В информационном прост- 
ранстве преобладают ценности массово- 
го сознания, угрожающие личностной 
уникальности человека [1]. Сообщения о 
разных формах насилия уже никого не 
удивляют [6]. Слишком большая разница 
между ожиданием (установкой) и реаль- 
ностью затрудняет пеадаптацию и порож- 
дает новые политические процессы.

ветская судьба России. Россия сперва 


сделала резкие шаги в сторону либера-- 


лизации экономики и политики. В эпоху 
Ельцина у страны отсутствовал инстикт 
самосохранения - установка на европеи- 


зацию России затмила все остальные CT- 
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ратегии. Известно, что в психике работает 
механизм селекции - сильная концентра- 
ция на определенном содержании вызы- 
вает блокировку остальных. Чем сложнее 
воспринимается задача, тем круче про- 
водится селекция. На ельциновском эта- 
пе развития России наиболее сложным 
представлялась либералиция экономики. 
Поэтому «сужение» политического созна- 
ния этой задачей, наверно, объяснимо. 

Односторонность дала свои резуль- 
таты. Россия начала вписываться в цель 
Рейгана - превратить Россию в отсталую 
и слабую капиталистическую страну. По- 
литическая элита и народ отреагировали 
на это. Настал период правления Путина, 
который чувствовал требование электора- 
та. Появились новые формулы, в частнос- 
ти, развал СССР оценивался «катастрофой 
двадцатого века». Наиболее сильной оппо- 
зицией стали левые партии, большинство 
граждан стали поддерживать вооружен- 
ные операции как внутри страны, так и 
по отношению соседних государств и т.д. 
Создается впечатление, что политические 
установки россиян, которые сформиро- 
вались в советскую эпоху, возродились 
и продолжают влиять на менталитет и 
поведение людей сегодня [3]. Получаем 
что-то похожее на эффект Зейгарник. 
Установки, сформированные в советское 
время и блокированные в период Ельци- 
на, стремятся к реализации. К.Левин такое 
положение объяснял законом прегнант- 
ности гештальта, Д.Н.Узнадзе – функци- 
ональной тенденцией фиксированных 
ранее установок. 

Наглядно раскрываются психологи- 
ческие механизмы и в грузинском опыте. 
Стремление к освобождению от России,

Many ancient subjects were preserved 
in the work Refutation of Sects by Eznik 
Koébatsi, founder of the Armenian philo- 
sophical thought. Still in 1853 this work 
was translated into French by Le Vaillant 
de Florival. His task was continued by new 

translators: Victor Langlois (1869) and Louis 
Mariès (1959). The latter became the author 
of the most remarkable research on Eznik’s 
work and he published in 1924 a volumi- 
nous study about the person and work of 
Eznik Koébatsi. The English and Italian 
translations of the Refutation of Sects by 
Eznik Koébatsi are based on the critical edi- 
tion of Louis Mariés. 

Key words: French, philosopher, writ- 
er, sect, Zoroastrianism, refutation, good, 
evil, theology, style. 

After the creation of Armenian alphabet 
by Mesrop Mashtots the Armenian spiritual 
and intellectual life got a sudden rise. Ма- 
tional literature, which essence was Chris- 
tian, started to develop in several directions. 
Those were: historiography, hagiography, 
patristic and dogmatic works, philosophy, 
sacred chants, as well as nuinerous and 
various translations mostly done from two 
languages related with Christianity: Greek 
and Syriac. Some Armenian translations 
done in the 5" century are nowadays found 
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to be very valuable, as their originals were 
lost during centuries; thus, their Armenian 
translations got the value of originals and, 
moreover, of primary sources. Precisely 
this circumstance contributed to the devel- 
opment of Armenian studies in Europe and 
especially in France. 

From long ago, Eznik Koghbatsi is know 
as the founder of the Armenian philosophi- 
cal thought which had later such prominent 
representatives as David the Invincible, 
Hovhan Vorotnetsi and Grigor Tathevatsi. 

The work Refutation of Sects by Eznik 
Koghbatsi was translated for the first time 
into French by Le Vaillant de Florival [1]. 
This translation was not considered to be a 
Success in Armenian studies [2, p. 22]. For 
the second time, the Chapter II of Eznik's 
Work, devoted to the refutation of the Per- 
sian religion of Zoroaster, was translated by 
Victor Langlois and published in the Appen- 
dix of the second volume of his Collection 
of Armenian Ancient and Modern Historians 
[3, p. 371]. 

Works by Eznik Koghbatsi were fun- 
damentally studied by well known French 
armenologists Antoine Meillet and Louis 
Mariés, disciple of Frédéric Macler; Магіёѕ 


devoted all his life to,study the Refuta- 


tion of Sects by Eznik Koghbatsi, discussing 


the subject in numerous articles and two 
monumental works. The first one was риђ- 
lished in 1924 and it is entirely devoted to 
the study and philological interpretation 
of Eznik Kotbatsi’s masterpiece; this was 
a real innovation in Armenian studies [4]. 


The second work is the translation into 


French of Eznik Kolbatsi's work from the 
precise critical text, with commentaries and 
indexes, This book was published in 1959, 
one year after the death of Louis Mariés, by 
his disciple Charles Mercier [5]. This French 
translation became the base of the English 
translation published in London in 1998. 
"Our English translation of Eznik Koghbat- 
si’s On God is based on the critical edition of 
Louis Mariés and Charles Mercier. We have 
followed Mariés' division of the text into 
432 numbered paragraphs" [6, p. 31]. 

Eznik Koghbatsi's work was translated 
Several times into German. The first com- 
plete translation was done by J.M. Schmidt 
[7] with the help of G. Galamkiarian. It was 
Published in Vienna in 1990. 

In 1996 Alexander Orengo translated 
Елік Kolbatsi's Refutation of Sects into Ital- 
lan, adding to it new and interesting com- 
mentaries [8]. The complete translation 
Into Russian of Eznik's work was done by 


V. Chaloyan [9] in 1968 and published in 


Yerevan. 

The Refutation of Sects by Eznik Kogh- 
batsi has been studied by many researchers, 
either Armenian or foreign. His masterpiece 
has been the subject of a great variety of 
voluminous works [6, p. X-XXIV]. 

Those French armenologists who spoke 
about Eznik Koghbatsi scientifically stud- 
ied his biography as well, especially paying 
attention to our two authors: Koriun and 
Movses Khorenatsi. Most probably, the lat- 
ter used to know personally this important 
figure of Armenian cultural world who was 
translator, theologian, philosopher and 
Writer, | 

Let us cite Eznik's life evidence accord- 
ing to Koriun and Movses Khorenatsi: 
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Koriun: “After a while a few brethren 
came to the region of the Greeks, the name 
of the first one of which was Ghevondes, and 
the second, was I, Koriun. And as they drew 
near Constantinople they joined Eznik, and 
as most intimate companions, together they 
performed their spirituals tasks [that is the 
work of translation]. Then they came to the 
land of Armenia, having brought authen- 
tic copies of the God-given book and many 
subsequent traditions of the worthy church . 
fathers, along with the canons of Nicaea and 
Ephesus, and placed before the fathers the 
testaments of the Holy Church which they 
have brought with them. 

Yet blessed Sahak, who had rendered 
from the Greek language into Armenian all 
the ecclesiastic books and the wisdom of the 
church fathers, once more undertook, with 
Eznik, the comparison of the former ran- 
dom, hurriedly done translations from then 
available copies with the authentic copies, 
and they translated many commentaries of 
the Bible” [6, p. 14]. 

Movses Khorenatsi: “Then Mesrop/ 
Mashtots and Sahak the Great came and 
took the šame pupils, Joseph and his other 
companion from the village of Kolb who 
was called Eznik, and sent them to Mesopo- 
tamia, to the city of Edessa. Whatever books 
of the holy early fathers they might find 
there they were to translate into our lan- 
guage and bring back without delay, so that 
afterwards they might be sent to Byzantium 
for the same purposes But they received se- 
ductive letters from some importers to the 
effect that Sahak the Great and Mesrop/ 
Mashtots were preparing to send others to 
Byzantium, so without the permission of 
their own teachers they straightway set out 
from Byzantium, being zealous for good 
learning. And as they were very competent 
in Greek letters they sat to translating and 
writing. But jealous of them, their fellow 
pupils, whose names were Leontius and Ko- 
riun, departed of their own accord to them 
in Byzantium... All of them received an 


honorable welcome from Mazimianos, the 
bishop of Byzantium (d. 434)” (6, p. 1415). 
Victor Langlois, who was perfectly ac- 
quainted with Armenian Middle Ages and in 
the first place with Armenian authors of the 
5" century, praises very much in his Pref- 
ace the work by Eznik which apparition had 
a great political significance in Armenian 
life. He reminds us about the important role 
played by Eznik during the Artashat council

Eznik Koghbatsi examines the philo- 
sophical problem of the being from the 
viewpoint of the Bible and the Christian 
Church, adopting exclusively monotheism 
and severely denying any other doctrine 
opposite to it, known to him through Greek 
philosophers, Zurvanism and Zoroastrian- 
ism. All specialists having deeply studied 
Eznik’s work are unanimous to insist on the 
encyclopedic knowledge of the Armenian 
philosopher who knew several foreign lan- 
guages: Greek, Syriac, Persian and Hebrew; 
he was able to read works written in those 
languages in the original text. When he was 
sent to Edessa or Byzantium, on the order 
and with the support of Mesrop Mashtots 
and Sahak Parthev, to improve his knowl- 
edge he was able to read works written in 
those languages in the original texts. Eznik 
denies the position of Zoroastrianism in the 
matter of good and evil interrelation, ac- 
cording to which evil was brought to the 
earth by Ahrmn and good by Ormizd. He af- 
firms very logically that there is no absolute 
evil or absolute good without true God. Just 
as in the Bible, in Eznik's work the theory 
of the four elements is in the base of God's 
creation. This theory was so canonic that it 
existed in the medieval Synaxaries. In this 
ritual book of feasts calendars we can read 
under the title Days of Creation: 

*Heaven 2, with its Air and Fire 

Earth 2, with its Ground and Water 

Enemies irreconcilable and beloved in- 
separable; four material elements by which 
God created the world, as without ground it 
wouldn't be tangible hardness, nor without 
water it would be hardening and coagulat- 
ing, nor without air, movement, nor with- 
out fire, seeing....That is how elements were 
brought about, as light and heavy, weak 
and sharp, opposites and unanimous" [11]. 

All French armenologists who studied 
Eznik are unanimous to stress the richness 


of the Armenian' philosopher's language: 
eloguent and precise, Picturesgue and very 
original. Eznik explains the unity of four 
elements only by the fact of God's existence 
which is able to rule and keep united these 
opposite forces. At the very beginning of 
his work Eznik cites this Picturesque com- 
parison: “Every chariot is yoked with horses 
of the same kind, except only this chariot 
which is yoked with a different kind. And 
those which are yoked with the same kind 
are unsteady at times; sometimes the horses 
separate and they put themselves and the

Социальный, нравственный и духовный кризис, присущий трансформируемому об-

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Social, moral and devotional crisis, which is characteristic for transforming society, espe- 
cially in the transforming period of governmental construction, definitely leads to instability 
of moral-psychological status of the society. Modern social problems - alcoholism, drug ad- 
diction, revaluation of traditional religious and devotion dogmas, as well as seeming rightness 
in self-orientation, monotonic increase of egoism and self-interest leads to the deformation 
of moral norms and social values in society. Military sphere as the carrier of objective factors 
stated above, can't be not involved in those phenomenon.

Одним важнейшим аспектом в иссле- ^ 


довании социальных рисков, формирую- 
щихся в рамках социально-экономичес- 
ких преобразований в России, выступают 
риски бедности и риски социального 
расслоения российского общества, преж- 
де всего на бедных и богатых II: 2; 10; 11;

официальный статус еще в самом начале 
реформ, когда Указом Президента СССР от 
21 мая 1991 г. № УП-1995 «О минимальном 
потребительском бюджете» было пред- 
писано ввести в практику осуществления 
социальной политики использование ми- 
нимального потребительского бюджета, 
определяющего расходы на приобрете- 
ние набора потребительских товаров и 
услуг для удовлетворения основных фи- 
зиологических и социально-культурных 
потребностей человека. Предполагалось 
разрабатывать минимальные потреби- 
тельские бюджеты по единой методоло- 
гии в целом по стране, республикам, ре- 
гионам и применять их как социальные 
нормативы при прогнозировании измене- 
ний уровня жизни населения, определе- 
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нии минимальных размеров заработной 
платы, пенсий, пособий, стипендий и 
других социальных выплат, а также рас- 
ходов государства на питание в больни- 
цах, интернатах, школах, дошкольных и 
других учреждениях социальной сферы. 
Расчеты показывали, что в начале 1990-х 
тодов доходы ниже МПБ тогда имели при- 
мерно 30 процентов россиян [6]. 

В результате резкого падения уровня 
жизни после либерализации цен начала 
1992 года эта доля подскочила не менее 
чем в 2 раза. Но целевая помощь не мо- 
жет оказываться 2/3 населения — она по 
определению становится безадресной, да 
и возможностей у тогдашнего государст- 
ва стало намного меньше. Поэтому было 
решено сосредоточиться на поддержке 
самых нуждающихся. Именно поэтому, 
не забывая об МПБ, Указом Президента 
РФ от 2 марта 1992 г. № 210 «О системе ми- 
нимальных потребительских бюджетов 
населения Российской Федерации» был 
введен «прожиточный (физиологический) 
минимум». С этого момента прожиточ- 
ный минимум используется как адекват- 
ная нынешним реалиям черта бедности. 
За истекшее с 1992 года время был принят 
специальный Федеральный закон от 31 
марта 2006 г. № 44-63 «О потребительс- 


кой корзине в целом по Российской Фе- 
дерации», который в основном повторяет 
конкретные нормы потребления продук- 
тов питания, непродовольственных това- 
ров и услуг, использовавшихся еще в 1992 
году. Имея в виду сказанное, обратимся 
далее к данным официальной статистики 
06 уровне жизни населения в Российской 
Федерации (см. табл. 1) [14]. 

Таким образом, из цифр таблицы 1 
видно, что вплоть до 2008 года числен- 
ность населения с денежными доходами 
ниже величины прожиточного миниму- 
ма систематически снижалась до уровня 
чуть более 20 млн.чел., что составляет 
около 13% населения страны. Соотноше- 
ние среднедушевых денежных доходов с 
величиной прожиточного минимума все- 
го за пять лет (с 2003 по 2007 г.) поднялось 


с 245 до 326%, а дефицит доходов малои- 


мущего населения постепенно снижался 
и к 2008 году выражался в сумме чуть 
более 270 млрд.руб. 

Ведущим фактором отмеченных про- 
цессов явилось постоянное повышение 
уровня заработной платы работников как 
в абсолютном выражении, так и по отно- 
шению величине прожиточного миниму- 
ма (см. табл. 2).

Снижение индекса потребительской 
уверенности связано с ухудшением суб-

номических условий и личного матери- 
ального положения (CM.: рис. 2 и puc. 3). 

Индекс ожидаемых изменений в лич-

(-14%), что на 8 процентных пунктов ниже

лом 2007 г. наблюдалось во всех возраст-_ 


ных группах населения, но в наибольшей 
степени у молодежи в возрасте 16-29 лет 
(Ha 18 процентных пунктов). Среди лиц 
среднего (от 30 до 49 лет) и старшего (от 
50 лет и старше) возрастов индекс умень- 
шился на 17 и 12 процентных пунктов со- 
ответственно. 

Приведенные материалы Росстата 
подтверждаются данными социологи- 


ческих исследований. Например, опрос 
ВЦИОМ показал, что с декабря 2008 года 
почти в два раза выросла доля россиян, 
которым снизили заработную плату - с 
8% до 14%. Еще 9% выражают уверенность, 
что подобное случится и с ними, 35% по- 
лагают, что это вполне возможно. C 26% 
до 19% снизилась доля тех, кто считает 
маловероятной задержку заработной пла- 
ты. Почти каждый пятый (18%) полагает, 
что такое практически невозможно [13]. 
С точки зрения анайиза социальных 
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рисков, связанных C низкими доходами 
значительной части населения, в России 
нельзя не отметить действие такого спе- 
цифического фактора, как невыплаты 
заработной платы (см. рис. 4 и рис. 5). 
В частности, на 1 марта 2009 г. по све- 
дениям организаций (не относящимся к 
субъектам малого предпринимательства) 
суммарная задолженность по заработной 
плате по кругу наблюдаемых видов эко- 
номической деятельности составила 8087

г. составила 7551 млн.рублей, или 93,4%

В рамках нашего исследования объек- 
тивные статистические данные по проб- 
леме бедности, разумеется, должны быть 
дополнены анализом того, как она восп- 
ринимается населением на современном 
этапе развития России. Покажем это на 
примере данных специальных обследо- 
ваний, проведенных в 2006-2008 гг. Инс- 
титутом социологии РАН [5; 7].

«нуждающимися» приходится признать: 

* каждого четвертого обитателя Моск- 

вы и Санкт-Петербурга, 

* каждого третьего жителя областного 

центра, 

* каждого второго — в малых городах, 

* почти 65% россиян, живущих на селе.

официальная величина прожиточного ми- 
нимума на период проведения опроса сос- 
тавляла 3374 руб. на душу населения [4]. 

Социальные риски, связанные с бед- 


ностью, весьма ярко проявляются, нап- 
ример, в том, что около 30 процентов на- 
ших сограждан не могут удовлетворить 
на приемлемом уровне одну из базовых 
потребностей человека — в нормальном 
питании, в жилье и в одежде, а 40% рос- 
сиян весной 2006 г. находились, по дан- 
ным социологов, на черте или за чертой 
бедности, рискуя при малейшем эконо- 
мическом кризисе немедленно сползти 
вниз. Две трети (точнее — 64%) населения 
России не имеют никаких свободных де- 
нежных средств и живут «от зарплаты до 
зарплаты» [5]. 

Социологи отмечают, что российские 
бедные принципиально отличаются от ма- 
лоимущих из западных стран. У насэто в 
большинстве своем люди со средним или 
высшим профессиональным образовани- 
ем, тогда как в развитых странах люди с 
высшим образованием бедными бывают 
крайне редко и уж точно не представля- 
ют собой «массовое социальное явление».

процентов респондентов` считают себя

Как показало исследование Института 
социологии РАН, люди очень болезненно 
реагируют на «несправедливость» того, 
как в российском обществе распределя- 
ются деньги, блага и возможности. Лишь 
9% россиян не ощущали за последний 
год несправедливости происходящего, 

44% эта мысль посещала «часто», а 45% 
переживали из-за нее «иногда». Жители 
России (если брать усредненный ответ) 
сочли бы вполне нормальной разницу 
между доходами «бедных» и «богатых», 
«среднестатистическим работником и 
высококвалифицированным специалис- 
том в 4,6 раза (примерно такую же, как 
в западноевропейских странах). Правда, 
социологи выявили, что есть определен- 
ный рубеж, пролегающий между сторон- 
никами жесткой уравниловки и людьми,

ким связям (47,2%). Около трети граждан 
считают, что богачам «просто повезло». 
Только один из пяти опрошенных дума- 
ет, что «толстосумы» заработали свои ка- 
питалы собственным трудом и талантом 
(19,4%). Кстати, именно эта группа рес- 
пондентов чаще других называла среди 
главных ценностей общества трудолюбие, 
честность и порядочность, знания и та- 
лант, но реже — богатство и власть. 

По крайней мере, 47,1% опрошенных

латы субсидий малообеспеченным; 

- 28,4% предложили брать с богатых 
более высокие налоги, чем с бедных, 
а не высчитывать со всех поровну. 

• 3,5% опрошенных считают, что проб- 
лема снижения социально-экономи- 
ческого неравенства вообще не имеет 
позитивного решения; 

• примерно двое.из ста убеждены, что 
снижать социальное неравенство во- 
обще не нужно. 

Таким образом, социальные риски, 
связанные с бедностью и социальным 
неравенством, как и другие социальные 
риски, имеют два «измерения» - 1. объек- 
тивное; 2. субъективное. 

Первое из них отражается B многочис- 
ленных статистических показателях, ко- 
торые отражают фактическое состояние 
бедности в период'социально-экономи- 
ческих трансформаций в России. Как мы 
видели выше, уровень бедности в СССР 
принципиально не отличался от таково- 
го во время российских реформ. Однако 
в истории пореформенной России можно 


отметить наличие трех периодов, когда 
«бедность показывала резкий рост: 
. начало рыночных преобразований 

(начало 1990-х годов}; 

. дефолт 1998 года; 
• экономический кризис, начавшийся

многочисленные контингенты граждан

тивная реализация социальных рисков В 
рассмотренной нами области. Специфи- 
кой современного периода является то, 
что государство направляет достаточно 
большие ресурсы, чтобы парировать oC- 
новные социальные риски кризисного 
периода. В частности, Программа aHTHK- 
ризисных мер Правительства Российской 
Федерации предусматривает, что гражда- 
нам и семьям, наиболее пострадавшим в 
период мирового экономического кризи- 
са, будет оказана поддержка. Это пред- 
полагает усиление социальной защиты 
населения, повышение объемов и качест" 
ва оказания социальных H медицинских 


услуг, улучшение ситуации с лекарствен

важными препаратами. Будут расшире- 
ны масштабы деятельности государства B 
сфере занятости, противодействия росту

Второе измерение - восприятие на-

THE ARBITRAL AWARD ON TURKISH-ARMENIAN BOUNDARY BY 
WOODROW WILSON, THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA 


This paper is the first attempt to conduct 
research on President Wilson’s involvement 
in the fate of Armenian people after WWI 
and the Republic Armenia (1918-1920), espe- 
cially in determining of boundary between 
Armenia and Turkey. Due to final and bind- 
ing character of the arbitral awards it seems 
the most appropriate.to begin the elabora- 


. tion of the legal instruments on Turkish—Ar- 


menian boundary with the most important 
document which derives from the Treaty of 
Sevres (August 10, 1920) and official applica- 
tion of the Supreme Council of the Paris Peace 
Conference (April 26, 1920). This is the first- 
time disciplined analysis of Wilson’s Arbitral 
Award according to the international law in 
general and United Nation’s official meth- 
odology in particular. The paper is focused 
on the historical background, legal aspects 
and political implications of Wilson’s Arbi- 
tral Award (November 22, 1920), officially 
entitled: “Decision of the President of the United 
States of America respecting the Frontier be- 
tween Turkey and Armenia, Access for Armenia 
to the Sea, and the Demilitarization of Turkish 
Territory adjacent to the Armenian Frontier.” 

This article will also provide a contri- 
bution to understanding President Wilson’s 
broader policy towards the Middle East dur- 
ing the complex period of 1917-1921 and its 
possible consequences for critical relation- 
ships in the region today.

1. Arbitration as а procedure Тог peaceful 
settlement of disputes between the States 
Arbitration exists under both domestic 
and international law, and arbitration can 
be carried out between private individuals, 
between states, or between states and private 
individuals. Arbitration, in the law, is a legal 
alternative to the courts whereby the parties 
to a dispute agree to submit their respective 
positions (through agreement or hearing) to 
a neutral third party — the arbitrator(s) for 
resolution. 
International Public Arbitration (hereaf- 
ter — Arbitration) is an effective legal pro- 
cedure for dispute settlement between the 
states /1]. According to 1953 report of the In- 
ternational Law Commission [2] arbitration 
is a procedure for the settlement of disputes 
between States by a binding award on the 
basis of law and as a result of an undertaking 
voluntary aceepted /3/. The essential elements 


of Arbitration consist in - (1) An agreement on 


the part of States having a matter, or several 
matters, in dispute, to refer the decision of 
them to a tribunal, believed to be impartial, 
and constituted in such a way as the terms 
of the agreement specify, and to abide by its 
judgment; and in — (2) Consent on the part 
of the person, persons, or states, nominated 
for the tribunal, to conduct the inquiry and 
to deliver judgment /4]. 

Arbitration has been practiced already in 


begin with the treaty of arbitration between 
Great Britain and the United States of 1794 [5], 
(Jay's Treaty – Treaty of Amity, Commerce and 
Navigation, between His Britannic Majesty and 
the United States of America, by their President, 
Signed on 19 November 1794, ratified on June 
24, 1795). The rules of arbitration were codified 
by The Hague Convention for the Pacific Settle- 
ment of International Disputes, concluded on 
29 July 29 1899 and very slightly amended in 
the Convention of the same name concluded 
18 October 1907 (entered into force 26 January 
1910). The Hague Convention (Article 15 of 1899 
and article 37 of 1907) defines the international 
arbitration as: “the settlement of disputes between 
States by judges of their own choice and on the 
basis of respect of law.” [6] 

The Covenant of the League of Nations 
(Article 13) provides arbitration and judicial 
settlement as one of two major procedures of 
peaceful settlements . 

The Members of the League agree that 
whenever any dispute shall arise between them 
which they recognize to be suitable for submis- 
sion to arbitration and which cannot be satis- 
factorily settled by diplomacy they will submit 
the whole subject-matter to arbitration. 

The Charter of the United Nations (Article 
33, paragraph 1) expresses its preference for a 
dispute settlement through arbitration: 

. "The parties in any dispute, the continuance 
of which is likely to endanger the maintenance 
of international peace an security, shall, first 
of all, seek a solution by negotiation, enquiry, 
mediation, conciliation, arbitration, judicia 
settlement, resort to regional agencies or ar- 
rangements, or other peaceful means of their 
own choice.” ; 

2. The Historical Background of Wilson's 
Arbitration T 

On 19 January 1920, the Supreme Coun 
of the Principal Allied and Associated Pow- 
ers in Paris (Prime Ministers of Great ies 
France and Italy; respectively — Mr. Lloy 
George, Mr. Clemencegu and Mr. Nitti /8)

agreed to recognize the government of the 
Armenian State as a de facto government on 
the condition that the recognition should not 
prejudge the question of the eventual fron- 
tier /. The United States recognized the de 
facto government of the Republic of Armenia 
on 23 April 1920 [10], on the condition that 
theterritorial frontiers should be left for later 
determination /11]. 

On 26 April 1920, the Supreme Council 
(including this time the Japanese Ambassador 
to Paris Mr. Matsui as well) meeting at San 
Remo requested: a) The United States assume 
a mandate over Armenia; b) The President of 
the United States to make an Arbitral Deci- 
sion to fix the boundaries of Armenia with 
Turkey /12J. “The Supreme Council hopes that, 
however the American Government may re- 
ply to the wider matter of the Mandate, the 
President will undertake this honourable duty 
not only for the sake of the country chiefly 
concerned but for that of the peace of the Near 
East." [13] 

On 17 May 1920 the Secretary of State in- 
formed the American Ambassador in France 
that the President had agreed to act as arbi- 
trator [14]. In mid-July the State Department 
began to assemble a team of experts for the 
assignment — “The Committee upon the Arbi- 
tration of the Boundary between Turkey and 
Armenia”. The boundary committee was hea- 
ded by Prof. William Westermann, his key 
associates were Lawrence Martin and Harrison 
G. Dwight. As the Treaty of Sevres was signed 
on 10 August 1920, the boundary committee 
began its deliberations. 

The guidelines adopted by the commit- 
tee were to draw the southern and western 
boundaries of Armenia on the basis of a com- 
bination of ethnic, religious, economic, geo- 
graphic, and military factors. The committee 
had at its disposal all the papers of the Ameri- 
can peace delegation and the Harbord mis- 


Sion, the files of the Department of State, War, . 


and Interior, and the cartological services of 
the United Stares Geological Survey. Aside 
from the advice of experts in government 


service and direct consultations with General 
Harbord, the committee sought the input of 
missionaries and others with field experience 
who could give detailed information about the 
ethnic makeup of particular villages near the 
border would probably pass, the roads and 
markets connecting certain villages, towns, 
and cities, and specific physical landmarks. 
The “Full Report of the Committee upon the 
Arbitration of the Boundary between Turkey and 
Armenia" was submitted to the Department 
of State on 28 September 1920, five months.

The report defined 
the area submitted for arbitration, the sourc- 
es available to and used by the committee, 
the principles and bases on which the work 
had proceeded, the need for the inclusion of 
Trebizond to guarantee unimpeded access to 
the sea, the desirability of demilitarization 
frontier line, the character of the resulting Ar- 
menian state, the immediate financial outlook 
of Armenia, and the existing political situa- 
tion in the Near East. The seven appendices 
of the report included the documents relative 
to the arbitration, the maps used in drawing 
the boundaries, issue of Kharput, the ques- 
tion of Trebizond, the status of the boundary 
between Turkey and Persia, the military situ- 
ation in relation to Armenia, and the financial 
position of those parts of the four vilayets 
assigned to Armenia. 
Insofar as the four provinces in question 
were concerned, the key factors were geog- 


raphy, economy, and ethnography. Historie 


and ethical considerations were passed over. 
The committee tried to draw boundaries in 
which the Armenian element, when com- 
bined with the inhabitants of the exiting state 
in Russian Armenia, would constitute almost 
half of total population and within few years 
from an absolute majority in nearly all dis- 
tricts. Such calculations took into account the 
wartime deportations and massacres of the 
Armenians, Muslim losses during the war, as 
well as, the probability that some part of the 
remaining Muslim population would take ad-

_ The head of the committee was William 
Linn Westermann, professor of the University 
of Wisconsin, soon after Professor of Columbia 
University (1923-48), specialist in the history 
and politics of the Near and Middle East. In 
1919 he had been the chief of the Western 
Asia division of the American Commission 
to Negotiate Peace in Paris [31]. The principal 
Collaborators and contributors in the commit- 
tee were Major (Prof.) Lawrence Martin of the 

y General Staff, who had participated as 
the geographer of the Harbord mission, and 
Harrison G. Dwight of the Near Eastern divi- 
Sion of the Department of State /32]. 

It is obvious that all experts in the task 
Sroup were knowledgeable, experienced 
and impartial professionals. After over two

Produced a “Full Report of the Committee upon 
the Arbitration of the Boundary between Turkey 
and Armenia.”

President Wilson's award, thanks to its 
Comprehensive character, legal justification 
and logical arguments, is highly regarded by 
nternational lawyers at present: 

"President Wilson's arbitral decision was 
< implemented. Nevertheless, this award 
Must be regarded as one of the most signifi- 


cant analyses of the various factors that have 
to be taken into account in the determination 
of international boundaries and of the relation- 
ship among them.” [33] 

“President Wilson’s determination of the 
territorial frontiers of the newly established Ar- 
menian State particularly interesting because 
its includes an explanation of the reasons mo- 
tivating it: the need for a “natural frontier’, 
“geographical and economic unity for the new 
state"; ethic and religious factors of the popula- 
tion were taken account of so far as compatible; 
security, and the problem of access to the sea, 
were other important conditions." [34] 

Conclusion: 

The arbitral award was drawn by re- 
spectful and well-informed experts, and, 
in addition, passed through the United 
States Government's two relevant depart- 
ment's scrutiny and inspection. It is obvious 
that the State Department and the Depart- 
ment of War were capable to exclude any 
“fraud” or to notice any "essential error” 


in “the production of proofs.” Finally the 


award was signed by the US President, who 
would never abide a mistake or tolerate any 


misconduct. 
Criterion 3 – The compromis must have 


been valid. 

There are several factors that prove the 
validity of the compromis. 

Factor a) - The compromis was duly 
incorporated in the treaty. 

The consent of States to submit a dispute 
to arbitration may be expressed in differ- 
ent ways: a) by a special arbitration treaty or 
compromis; b) by the inclusion in any treaty 
of a special arbitration clause providing for 
arbitration of any dispute between the par- 
ties which might arise in connection with 
the application of that treaty; c) by a general 
treaty of arbitration according to which the 
parties undertake to submit to arbitration all, 
or certain kinds, of disputes between them 
which might arise in the future [35]. 

The consent of Armenia and Turkey, as 
well as of other High Contracting Parties, “to 
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submit to the arbitration of the President of 


the United States the determination the ques- 


tion of frontier to be fixed between Turkey and 
Armenia” and to be bound by the award “to 
accept his decision thereupon” was done by 
the inclusion of а special'arbitration clause 
in the Treaty of Sevres (10 August 1920) [36] 
Article 89: "Turkey and Armenia as well 
as the other High, Contracting Parties agree to 
Submit to the arbitration of the President of the 
United States of America the question of the fron- 
tier to be fixed between Turkey and Armenia in 
the Vilayets of Erzerum, Trebizond, Van and 
Bitlis, and to accept his decision thereupon , as 
well as any stipulations he may prescribe as to 
access for Armenia to the sea, and as to the 
demilitarization of any portion of Turkish terri- 
tory adjacent to the said frontier.”

Delegation to receive the draft peace treaty. ' 
The Ottoman delegation, headed by Senator 
Tevfik Pasha (Bey) [former Grand Vezier] left 
for Paris in May 1 /37]. Ten days later on May 
11 it was formally given the draft peace treaty. 
Turkish Government was accorded one month 
to submit in writing any observations or ob- 
jections it might have relative to the treaty 
[38]. Tevfik Bey officially acknowledged the 
receipt of the treaty and pronounced that the 
document would be given the earnest and im- - 
mediate attention of his government /39/. At 
the end of May, Damad Ferid, the Grand Vezi- 
er of Turkey, applied to the Supreme Coun- 
cil fer one-moth extension in presenting the 
Turkish observations on the settlement. The 
Supreme Council compromised by granting a 
two-week extension until 25 June 1920 /40). 
The first set of Turkish observations, ђеаг- 
ing the signature of Damad Ferid Pasha, was 
submitted on 25 June 1920. On July 7 second 
Turkish memorandum was received. In adopt- 
ing a reply Supreme Council authorized the 


‚ drafting committee to make minor revisions 


on the wording of the treaty without altering 


the substance [41]. Regarding the future of 


Armenia and the arbitration of the boundaries 
Supreme Council stated: "they can make no 
change in the provisions which provide for the 
creation of a free Armenia within boundaries 
which the President of the United States will 
determine as fair and just.” [42] The certitude 
that Afmenians will not be safe and will not 
be treated fairly by Turkish authorities was 
based on lifelong understanding that: 
During the past twenty years Armenians 
have been massacred under conditions of ип- 
exampled barbarity, and during the war the 
record of the Turkish Government in mas- 
Sacre, in deportation and in maltreatment 
of prisoners of war immeasurably exceeded 
even its own previous record (...) Not only has 
the Turkish government failed to protect its 
subjects of other races from pillage, outrage 
and murder, but there is abundant evidence 
that it has been responsible for directing and 
organizing savagery against people to whom 
it owed protection.” [43] 

The Allied response was delivered to the 
Turkish delegation on 17 July 1920. 

Factor c) — The compromis was signed 
by authorized representatives of a lawful 
government. 

In 1918-1922 Sultan-Caliph Memed VI 
(Vahydud-Din Efendi // Vahideddin) was 
the head of the Ottoman Empire, politically 
recognized legitimate ruler /44/. Sultan rep- 
resents the de jure Government /45]. Pursu- 
ant to article 3 of the Ottoman constitution 
[23 December 1876; 23 July 1908] “The Ot- 
toman sovereignty (...) belongs to the eldest 
Prince of the House of Ottomans". Treaty 
making power was vested in the Sultan. The 
Sultan had the sole power to legislate [46]. 
Among the Sovereign rights of the Sultan 
(The Ottoman Constitution, article 7) among 
others is the conclusion of the treaties. 

On 22 July 1920, Sultan Mehmed VI, the 
constitutional head of the state, convened 

a Suray-i Saltanat (Crown Council), at the 
Yildiz Palace. The argument for signature 


z: 
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Was based on the “necessities of the situation”. 
The Council, which was attended by fifty 
Prominent Turkish political and military fig- 
ures, including former ministers, senators 
and generals, as well as by Prime Minister 
Damad Ferid Pasha, recommended in favor 
of signing the treaty. The Sultan rounded 
up the proceedings by asking those in fa- 
Vor of signature to stand up. Everybody but 
one stood up. The Treaty was accepted /47/. 
The final treaty, including the arbitral clause 
[Article 89] was signed by Turkish pleni- 
potentiaries [General Haadi Pasha, Senator; 
Riza Tevfik Bey, Senator; Rechad Haliss Bey, 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary of Turkey at Berne] sent by the Sul- 
tan’s Government at Constantinople under 
the leadership of Damad Ferid Pasha /48]. 


Conclusion: The compromis was valid. 


Criterion 4 — The arbitrators must not 
have exceeded their powers. 

The compromis [Article 89 of the Sevres 
Treaty] asked the arbitrator 1) to fix the 
frontier between Turkey and Armenia in 
the Vilayets of Erzerum, Trebizond, Van and 
Bitlis; 2) to provide access for Armenia to sea; 
3) to prescribe stipulations for the demilitar- 
ization of Turkish territory adjacent to the 
Turkish-Armenian frontier. 

President Woodrow Wilson strictly re- 
mained within the assignment which has been 
prescribed by compromis. Even there was a 
Strong pressure on him by missionary groups 
to include town of Karpurt and vicinities in 

the future Republic of Armenia, Wilson did 
not exceed his powers. 

The official title of his decision clearly 


shows that he accurately fulfilled his duty: 
"Decision of the President of the United States of 


America respecting the Frontier between Turkey 
and Armenia, Access for Armenia to the Sea, 
and the Demilitarization of Turkish Territory 
adjacent to the Armenian Frontier." 


4. Legal Features and the Current Status 
of the Award ` 


a) Though the arbitration mainly is done 
out of courts but it is a legal procedure. The 
arbitration is based either upon contract law 
or, in the case of international arbitration, 
the law of treaties, and the agreement bet- 
ween the parties to submit their dispute to 
arbitration is a legally binding contract. Thus 
the indispensable feature of arbitration award 
is that it produces an award that is final and 
binding — "The arbitral award is the final and 
binding decision by an arbitrator in the full 
settlement of a dispute." [49] By agreeing to 
submit the dispute to arbitration — compromis 
[50] — the parties in advance agree to accept 
the decision /51]. 

b) Pursuant to article 89 of the Treaty of 
Sevres, the arbitral clause was endorsed by... 

*the other High Contracting Parties", so issue of 
determination of the boundary was submitted 
to thearbitration on behalf of all state-signa- 
tories of the Treaty of Sevres as well. As the 


Treaty of Sevres was signed by lawful repre- 


sentatives ( "having communicated their full 
powers, found in good .and due form”) of the 
18 countries [The British Empire [separately] 
— 1) United Kingdom, 2) Canada, 3) Australia, 
4) New Zealand, 5) Union of South Africa, 6) 
India [52], 7) France, 8) Italy and 9) Japan [as 
Principal Allied Powers], as well as by 10) Ar- 
menia, 11) Belgium, 12) Greece, 13) Poland, 14) 
Portugal, 15) Romania, 16) Kingdom of Serbs- 
Croats-Slovenes /53], and 17) Czecho-Slovak 
Republic /54] of the one part and 18) Turkey 
of the other part], and they pledged “to accept 
the decision thereupon”, thus it is definitely 
compulsory arbitration and is obligatory for 
all of them. 

c) Once arbitration has been properly ех- 
ecuted it becomes irrevocable. It employs the 
legal doctrine of Res Judicata (finality of judg- 
ments), which holds that once a legal claim has 
come to final conclusion it can never again 
be litigated [55]. The doctrine of res judicata 
is considered applicable to all arbitral awards, 
whether the special agreement or general 
treaty of arbitration contains such a provi- 
sion or not.

f) The arbitration decisions engage the 
parties for an unlimited period [59]. The 
validity of the arbitration is not dependent 
upon its subsequent implementation. 

h) The President is the representative 
authority in the United States, “his voice is 
the voice of the nation” [60]. The President’s 
representative character also implies that all 
official utterances of the President are of in- 
ternational cognizance and are presumed to 


be authoritative /67/. Foreign nations must 


accept the assertion of the President as final 
[62]. By virtue of the arbitrator’s position the 
award is binding for the United States as well. 

. 4) Annulment (nullification of the legal- 
ity) of an arbitral award occurs only when 
there is some authoritative public or judi- 
cial confirmation of the ground for such an 
annulment. This confirmation might come 
from an international agency such as the In- 
ternational Court of Justice. Confirmation of 
the ground of an annulment might also be 


_based on international public opinion deriv- 


ing from general principals of law common 
to all nations [63]. Refusal by the losing par- 
ty to comply with the award is not in itself 
equivalent to a lawful annulment. The plea 
of nullity is not admissible at all and this 
view is based upon Article 81 of The Hague 
Convention I of 1907, and the absence of any 
international machinery to declare an award 
null and Void /64] 


Final Conclusions 

Territorial disputes, even when they are 
of law intensity, continue to represent a sig- 
nificant threat to the international peace and 
security. It is particularly true of those con- 
flicts that remain unresolved for à long time, 
allowing the rational bases of settlement to 
be layered by painful emotions. For example, 
Ararat is not a mere mountain for Armenians. 
It is not a number of million tones of stone, 
soil and snow. It’s the core of the Armenian 
national and Biblical-Christian identity. Thus 
the Turkish "captivity" of Ararat and the world 
ignorance of the fact have grown into a very 
considerable psychological factor, which is 
impossible to ignore. 

After thearbitrary award of the President 
of the USA, [signed on 22 November 1920, 
and duly notified on 6 December 1920] the 
presence and all acts taken by the Turkish 
Republic in the “Wilsonian Armenia" are il- 
legal and invalid. Consequently, in spite of 
the long Standing occupation Turkey does 
not possess any legal title to the territory 
and its de facto sovereignty is not more than 
an a tive control by force of arms. 
Belligerent occupation does not yield lawful 
rule over а territory. A single act of control 
is not enough to establish a transfer of title 
as Turkey might hope. Not even continuous 
occupation since 1920, forced changed demog- 
raphy of the territories and practices aiming 
at altering the heritage and the character of 
the country would help Turkey get the title. 

The arbitral award of the President of the 
United States never was revoked and it can’t 
be done. There is not a single legal instrument 
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that conceded “Wilsonian Armenia” to Turkey. 
Furthermore, the boundary between Armenia 
and Turkey, as determined by President of the 
United States, was reconfirmed by the Repub- 
lic of Turkey by virtue Article 16 of the Treaty 
of Lausanne (24 July 1924). By the Treaty of 
Lausanne, which is considered “birth certifi- 
cate of the Republic of Turkey”, Turkey and 
other High Contracting Parties recognized the 
Turkish title only over the territories situated 
inside the frontiers "laid down” in the Treaty 
of Lausanne. No frontier was laid down be- 
tween Armenia and Turkey, thus “Wilsonian 
Armenia” defiantly and evidently was not in- 
cluded in Republic of Turkey. By renouncing 
all “rights and title” over territories “situated 
outside the frontiers laid down” in the Treaty of 
Lausanne, the Republic of Turkey renounced 
its title “whatsoever” over “Wilsonian Armenia” 
and by virtue of international treaty recon- 
firmed the legal effects of the arbitral award 
of the President of the United States: 

Article 16. Turkey hereby renounces all 


rights and title whatsoever over or respecting 
the territories situated outside the frontiers laid 
down in the present Treaty and the islands other 
than those over which her sovereignty is rec- 
ognized by the said Treaty, the future of those 
territories and islands being settled or to be 
settled by the parties concerned. 

It is true that Armenia possesses the legal 
validity to the “Wilsonian Armenia”, but it is 
also true that legal validity by itself will not 
lead to a solution. Indeed Armenia is the de 
jure holder of the title and Turkey grips the 
control, and none would relinquish its claims, 
based on Armenian side on the legal validity 
and on Turkish side on the military power. 

It is true that international law by itself 
will not be able to bring about a solution for 
the Armenian-Turkish confrontation. None- 
theless, there is no doubt that international 
law is the only way to bring about a just 
and peaceful resolution; thus a durable and 
permanent solution.
